The saga has been described 
as “overkill”, “ludicrous”, 
and “absolutely appalling”. 

Kingston Council has 
worked out how much it will 
pay for the painting of dou¬ 
ble yellow lines in a Chess- 
ington cul-de-sac, and for 
removing them a week later. 

The answer: £8,000. 

Mount Road residents 
looked on in disbelief as con¬ 
tractors painted the lines 
under cover of darkness, 
shortly before midnight on 
Friday, September 27. 

The parking restrictions 
were in force for two days 
the following week, before 
the lines were removed on 
Friday, October 4. 

Kingston Council has apol¬ 
ogised to residents for the 
debacle, which was connect¬ 
ed to building deliveries at 
the nearby Four Oaks hostel. 

No one was ticketed, the 
council said. 

Chessington resident Mike 
Briggs commented online: 
“£8,000!! For a few tins of 
Dulux and a couple of paint¬ 
brushes! I’m in the wrong 
business!!” 

Laurie South, chairman of 
Kingston’s Labour Party, 
said: “It is just beyond ludi¬ 
crous. How on earth can 
they manage to just be so 
incompetent? 

“I think you have to work

hard on that. 

“It is just pathetic.” 

Councillor Rachel Reid, 
chairman of the south of the 
borough neighbourhood 
committee, said: “It is a 
waste of money, wherever it 
has come from. 

“It was overkill. It didn’t 
need to be done that way. 

“I’m fully supportive of 
residents in finding out why 
this went wrong.” 

In a letter to residents 
council officer Gareth 
Thomas said: “The council 
prides itself on the level of 
community engagement and 
for keeping residents in¬ 
formed. 

“Clearly in this instance 
we have failed and for that I 
apologise profusely.” 

Councillor Rolson Davies, 
lead member for finance, 
called the figure “absolutely 
appalling”. 

He added: “Someone has 
obviously messed this up 
somewhere. It is absolutely 
ridiculous to have that sort 
of cost for what was in¬ 
volved.” 

It is as yet unclear which 
council budget the money 
will come from, and whether 
council taxpayers will fork 
out directly for the lines.

Kingston residents will be 
chuckling for charity later this 
month, when the town’s first 
official comedy festival gets 
under way. 

Laugh Kingston will take 
place over four days and 
across eight venues, featuring 
a wide variety of established 
and up-and-coming acts 
suitable for both adults and 
children. 

It is being held to raise 
money for charity appeal Love 
Kingston, which donates cash 
to good causes across the 
borough. 

But like all great comedy 
there is an interesting, and in 


love Kingston 

this case poignant, story be¬ 
hind the festival. 

Laugh Kingston has been or¬ 
ganised by comic Dan Adams, 
who runs the What the 
Wednesday comedy night 
at the Rubicon Bar in Maple 
Road, Surbiton. 

In June this year, he was ap¬ 
proached by John Gower, di¬ 
rector of Omnilocal, who 
wanted to start a Kingston 
comedy festival. 

Adams, 36, said: “I thought 
‘This could work’. I’d been 
looking for a project as I’d had 
a difficult 15 months - my dad 
had been diagnosed with a 


brain aneurism and died in 
February. 

“When this festival idea 
came along I was tired of mop¬ 
ing and I wanted to do some¬ 
thing that would benefit 
somebody else - something 
that would have pleased my 
dad.” 

Adams set about using his 
contacts to scrabble together a 
line-up and venues willing to 
host at short notice. 

Adams said: “The turn 
around time made things pret¬ 
ty tricky. Organising a festival 
is difficult enough, but usually 
you’re working with an indus¬ 
try that has much longer time 
scales.” 

In a little over two months, 
Adams had turned an idea into 


Kingston’s first comedy festi¬ 
val, with a line-up to suit all 
age groups. 

“We have a good, broad range 
of different styles of comedy,” 
said Adams. “We’ve got three 
great kids shows, some musi¬ 
cal stuff and an all-female 
stand up show, which I’m real¬ 
ly pleased about. 

“I’m hoping it’s a success and 
we can get even more venues 
on board next year when we 
can show them what we’ve 
done.” 

Laugh Kingston runs from 
Thursday, October 24 to Sun¬ 
day, October 27.

“In the two years he 
led the board he made a 
huge impact and I know 
he was proud of the fact 
that he left the trust in 
very good shape. This is 
a very sad time for all of 
us and our thoughts are 
with Ian’s family at this 
difficult time.” 

Councillor Dennis Doe, 
a hospital governor, 
said: “Having met him 
and sat in meetings he 
was chairing right 


towards the end of his 
life it was quite remark¬ 
able. You would not have 
known he was ill.” 

Coun Neil Houston,

panel, said: “I would like 
to send this panel’s con¬ 
dolences to his family.”

March 30 when Marshall ap¬ 
proached them. 

He said: “It appears the defen¬ 
dant tried to chat up the two 
women, but they rejected his ad¬ 
vances. He in response became 
abusive towards them, calling 
them ‘tramps’ and ‘fat’.” 

When a passerby stopped and 
tried to calm things down, Mar¬ 
shall headbutted him, fractur¬ 
ing his nose, the court heard. 

He pleaded guilty on the day of 
his trial, in September, to com¬ 
mitting actual bodily harm. 

The court heard Marshall be¬ 
lieved the victim was going to 
assault him. 

Mr Banerjee said the man 
was left “seriously affected” by 
the incident, struggles with 
confidence and is “constantly 
stressed”. 


Defending, Daniel Danbor- 
ough described Marshall, 21, of 
Highbury Close in New Malden, 
as an “intelligent young 
man”. 

He told the court Marshall 
dreamed of becoming a primary 
school teacher, but that “this 
conviction is very much going to 
put that into doubt”. 

Sentencing Marshall to a 
seven-month prison term, sus¬ 
pended for two years, Judge 
Mitchell said: “If you go straight 
to prison that is not going to do 
your future any good. 

“I hope you have learned now 
how serious it is to use violence 
in a public place.” 

Marshall was also ordered 
to pay £750 compensation to 
the victim, plus a £100 
surcharge. 

He will complete 80 hours of 
unpaid work and be supervised 
for a year.

Not forgotten: 
Pupils at the 
memorial 


Names missing from a plaque 
commemorating First World War 
soldiers from Shrewsbury House 
School have been discovered by 
pupils as part of a research 
project. 

The memorial in Shrewsbury 
House School lists the names of 
former pupils who fought, as well 
as those who died in combat. 

But research from old newspa¬ 
per archives and school records 
revealed that three former 
schoolboys had been left off the 
memorial. 

Sean Smart, head of history at 
the school, said: “We are not sure 
why they were missed off since 
the memorial at present covers 
both former boys and staff, and 
some who survived the war. 

“We can only assume that they 
were simply missed, that their 
families may have moved away or 
died and that there was no one 
around to say ‘What about my 
son?’” 

The Ditton Road school started 
the history project with help 
from charity Western Front As¬ 
sociation and the Commonwealth 
Graves Commission. 

They hoped to trace the lives of 
past pupils to commemorate the 
centenary anniversary next year. 

Year 8 pupil William Reith, 12, 
said: “Now we have found 
something about every sin¬ 
gle person and every first 
name has been found. 

“It has 
progressed.” 


Captain Gordon DG Elton who 
served with the Royal Irish 
Fusiliers was killed at Ypres on 
November, 5,1917, and was one of 
the forgotten soldiers alongside 
Major Hubert J Holmes and Lieu¬ 
tenant Philip Douetil who both 
died after the war. 

Sam Muller, 12, said: “We did 
not know anything about anyone 
- we spent time scouring old 
newspaper archives and 
emailing other schools. 
But after a while we 
started building a 
picture.” 

He said he 
was particu¬ 
larly 
proud 


of the story he had found about 
one soldier going to Hong Kong 
with his father on a ship. 

Mr Smart said: “I told them this 
is an open thing, we don’t know 
the answers. We will find them. 

“Sometimes they got the wrong 
man, but we have looked over 
their shoulders and it has gone 
very well.” 

The school is now considering 
adding the three missing names 
on to the existing memorial or 
raising money for a new one. 

James Hodson, 12, said: “I real¬ 
ly enjoyed knowing I was in¬ 
volved in a part of history and 
this was something that had 
never been done before.” 

The year 8 students’ are also 
searching for surviving family 
members or descendants as 
part of their research.

A Kingston town centre road has been 
singled out as the most dangerous street 
for accidents involving buses. 

Eden Street, that serves a number of 
bus routes, had 10 accidents involving 
pedestrians between 2011 and June 2013 - 
nearly half of all the accidents in the 
borough. 

Kingston town centre Councillor 
Chrissie Hitchcock said: “London Buses 
and the council are aware of accidents 
happening in Eden Street, mostly due to 
careless jay walking.

“Obviously, bus drivers have been 
warned to drive carefully in the town and 
we have imposed a 20mph limit. 

“We will aim to bring back the advertis¬ 
ing campaign we used two years ago that 
shows an elephant and a bus with the slo¬ 
gan ‘Would you walk in front of this 
elephant?”’ 

There were 22 accidents in the borough 
involving buses on Transport for 


London (TfL) routes - two of which 
involved cyclists. 

Piers Kemp, who works at Banquet 
Records in Eden Street, said: “You can 
get this huge backlog of buses, which is 
less dangerous because they’re not going 
so fast, but you are forced to walk be¬ 
tween them and you have to see if there 
are any cars. It is a bit dodgy. 

“Sometimes they fly by. I do feel they 
are getting a bit too comfortable.” 

Jon Fray, from Kingston Cycling Cam¬ 
paign, said: “It does feel intimidating to 
cycle through Eden Street. 

“If you are going to cycle down Eden 
Street you are going to have your wits 
about you.” 

The figures come from a Freedom of In¬ 
formation request submitted by the 
Kingston Guardian. 

Figures showed the 281 and 65 buses 
were the most dangerous routes, as both 
were involved in six accidents each. 
Other roads prone to bus accidents in¬ 
cluded Brook Street and Richmond Road. 

TfL said it did not investigate crashes it¬ 
self and that follow-up reports and risks 
identified from these accidents were han¬ 
dled by bus operators. 

Eden Street had previously been sin¬ 
gled out for a major town centre plan 
worth £500m that would see the road 
pedestrianised and a new two-tier shop¬ 
ping district built, but this fell through in 
2010 after developer Hammerson decided 
it would cut its plans by 60 per cent.

Legal challenge over 
addict service move? 


Kingston Council “could 
face a legal challenge” 
over its plans to review 
the location of drug 
rehabilitation services in 
Surbiton. 

Users of the community 
wellbeing service at Sur¬ 
biton Health Centre, in¬ 
cluding a needle exchange, 
and mental health and 
substance misuse treat¬ 
ment, could oppose the 
move under the Equality 
Act. 

A report by Dr Jonathan 
Hildebrand, the joint NHS 
and Kingston Council di¬ 
rector of public health, 
said an equality impact as¬ 
sessment must be carried 
out before and after the 
review - which could cost 
up to £80,000 - to stave off 
legal action. 

The service has come 
under fire from parents, 
governors, and the head¬ 
teacher at next-door Lime 
Tree Primary School. 

Peter Kelk, who peti¬ 
tioned to have the service 
moved, said: “I am very 
keen that the review of lo¬ 
cations should go ahead, 
or they pick a location. 

“It doesn’t seem to me to 
be that complicated and 
you don’t need to spend 
£80,000.” 

Councillor Margaret 
Thompson said: “It’s a lot 
of money. It’s public 
money, it’s our money in 
my mind. We could stand 
back, take a considered 
view, and look at it again.” 

But Councillor Neil 


Houston said: “I wouldn’t 
want to hold it up given 
the strength of feeling at 
the last meeting.” 

Councillor Mary Heath- 
cote was appointed “men¬ 
tal health champion” by 
the panel, of which she is 
vice-chairman, and will 
take part in consultation 
on the review. 

Dr Hildebrand said the 
bill for the review would 
come to about £40,000 if it 
looked only at new loca¬ 
tions in other health cen¬ 
tres and clinics. 

But if it has to consider 
sites with different plan¬ 
ning status, that figure 
could double. 

Councillors decided at a 
health overview and 
scrutiny panel meeting 
initially to carry out a less 
formal, “desk-top” search 
for new premises, to try to 
reduce costs. 

A new risk assessment 
would have to be carried 
out if the service was 
moved, and patients would 
be asked their views on 
possible new sites. 

A previous risk assess¬ 
ment by consultants RSM 
Tenon concluded the well¬ 
being service should stay 
where it is, subject to six- 
monthly reviews involving 
health providers, resi¬ 
dents, and councillors. 

That report cost the 
council £11,880 - includ¬ 
ing VAT.

Work is already under way to 
rebrand the troubled nightclub, 
which had its licence temporarily

clubber Jamie Sanderson on 
October 25. 

His murderers smuggled a 
knife past security. 

Shortly afterwards, Luminar 
announced it was ditching the 
Oceana brand in favour of 
Pryzm, which is being rolled out 
to all 10 UK clubs currently 
under that name. 

Luminar says the new Pryzm 
brand will appeal to a “more 
mature” customer, with the 
downstairs dance room open only 


for clubbers over 21 years old and 
table service offered throughout. 

The redesign will also see the 
number of entry lanes into the 
club increased from two to three, 
which Luminar said will reduce 
waiting times while retaining the 
club’s “stringent” security 
checks. 

Oceana will remain open 
throughout the building works, 
save for a short closure before re¬ 
opening as Pryzm on November 
15.

Minister drops in on disability group 


A Government care minister 
paid a visit to members of 
Kingston’s learning disability 
parliament last week. 

Norman Lamb MP visited Ses¬ 
sions House in Surbiton to talk 
to members about the support 
they receive from Kingston 
Council. 


He said: “There is no 
substitute for actually seeing 
services and talking to individ¬ 
uals who are benefiting from 
services, or sometimes not, as 
the case may be. 

“We have to constantly try 
and look at how we can improve 
services and, I suppose, find 


those people out in the commu¬ 
nity who do not have a circle of 
support.” 

Learning disability parlia¬ 
ment member Katy Bessent 
said: “He thought it was really 
good that there are things out 
there for people with learning 
disabilities.” 


No 15-minute care 
visits here - council 


Care patients in Kingston are not 
subjected to the 15-minute flying 
visits from carers condemned by a 
charity last week, a senior 
Kingston Council officer has said. 

Head of adult care Simon Pearce 
said there was a “critical distinc¬ 
tion” between the short visits paid 
to check patients are taking their 
medication, and visits that occur 
elsewhere in the country when 
care workers are forced to prepare 
meals, take patients to the lavato¬ 
ry, and more, in just 15 minutes. 

Clare Pelham, chief executive of 
the Leonard Cheshire Disability 
charity, said in a report this week: 
“Disabled people shouldn’t be 
going thirsty just so they can go to 
the toilet.” 

Conservative Councillor Julie 
Pickering, opposition lead member 
for adult services, said: “It may be 
that you just want to check they 
have got their medication, but 
don’t want to hang around, 
because you want to get them to

become more independent.” 

Such visits can be used to check 
on people rehabilitating from in¬ 
juries such as falls, she said. 

Government Care Minister Nor¬ 
man Lamb said: “Some visits, if it 
is to administer medication, for ex¬ 
ample, it may be appropriate to 
have a quick visit. 

“But for personal care such as 
washing and dressing, or cooking, 
or using the toilet, and so forth, 
these kind of short visits are com¬ 
pletely inappropriate.” 

Mr Lamb also said the Govern¬ 
ment will create an adult safe¬ 
guarding board to make sure 
councils take care of patients. 

Earlier this year the Kingston 
Guardian reported complaints of 
abuse from adults receiving home 
care had rocketed to 307 in 2011-12 
from 72 the year before. 

The rise was put down to a 


combination of more adults being 
cared for at home, and better re¬ 
porting and recording processes. 

Mr Lamb said under new plans 
care agencies will have to meet 
“fundamental standards of care”. 

He said: “If they fail to meet 
those standards of care, if the fail¬ 
ure is bad enough, they can be 
prosecuted straight away.” 

Kingston Council’s budget for 
home care has decreased from 
slightly less than £4m in 2009-10 to 
£1.75m this year. 

□ Bosses and staff at Kingston 
Hospital are preparing themselves 
for a “challenging” winter period 
as its patients become “sicker and 
older”. 

The hospital is taking steps, such 
as having a doctor in the accident 
and emergency department for 16 
hours a day, and simplifying pa¬ 
perwork, to ease the strain and dis¬ 
charge patients quicker from the 
department.

Payoffs for seven 
staff ‘total £52 k’ 

Kingston Council has handed payoffs to 
seven former staff members worth an 
estimated £52,500 since January. 

In each case, the employee signed a 
confidentiality agreement to keep de¬ 
tails of the settlement secret. 

The council was responding to a Free¬ 
dom of Information (Fol) request by this 
newspaper asking for details on the re¬ 
cent out-of-court settlement between the 
authority and former planning officer 
Narinder Lakhan. 

An employment tribunal brought by 
Mr Lakhan, who claimed he was racially 
discriminated against, was cancelled at 
the last minute. Kingston Council re¬ 
fused to disclose details of its agree¬ 
ment, saying such information was 
exempt from Fol rules except “at the 
most senior levels”. 

But it confirmed seven staff had left 
the council through similar agreements 
as Mr Lakhan this year - with a “typical 
(median)” figure of £7,514 each. 

A council spokesman said: “Payments 
where staff leave by mutual agreement 
are only made where it would be eco¬ 
nomic to do so and where the net cost to 
council taxpayers is clearly less than 
that which would otherwise arise. 

“The payments are normally equiva¬ 
lent to other unavoidable costs which 
would otherwise fall due were the em¬ 
ployment to end via another route, but 
over a longer period. 

“The aim is always to reduce, not in¬ 
crease, costs to the council taxpayer.” 

The spokesman also confirmed that 22 
people had been made redundant by the 
council in that same period.

Hardy group 
doing its bit 
on the ward

Ever wanted to do your bit, 
but not found the time? 

One set of volunteers has 
found a way around the prob¬ 
lem by organising a group on¬ 
line and putting in a shift 
once every three weeks. 

The group, brought togeth¬ 
er by former nurse Elizabeth 
Meatyard, bolsters the nurses 
and other staff at Kingston 
Hospital, who have their work 
cut out feeding and talking to 
patients. 

Her idea came from seeing 
the difficulty a friend experi¬ 
enced in eating enough while 
at the hospital. 

Mrs Meatyard said: “One of 
the things I noticed was how 
difficult lunchtimes could be 
on a ward. 

“When you are ill you really 
need somebody to push the 
food thing. 

“Volunteers have to be the 
answer to that. It is a huge re¬ 
source, to my mind. 

“Hospital management 
have been delighted, I think. 

“The ward staff have been 
absolutely brilliant and have 
welcomed us.” 

The group, nicknamed the 
Hardy Perennials after the 
ward it has adopted, uses an 
online Google calendar to 
stay in touch and arrange 
cover for members who are 
unavailable. 

Mrs Meatyard, 56, a self- 
employed caterer from Clay- 
gate, said she first 
approached the hospital last 
October. 

She said: “There were cer¬ 
tain bureaucratic hurdles we 
had to get through. 

“It was very different to 
what they used to do. 

“It was really a case of hav¬ 
ing to go in and say ‘We could

do it this way. We’re not going 
to give you four or five hours 
a week’. 

“I knew that people would 
almost be embarrassed to say 
no to one hour in three weeks. 

“What we are trying to cre¬ 
ate is really a sense of com¬ 
munity within Kingston. This 
is their community hospital.” 

Volunteer Michelle Garner, 
52, who lives not far from the 
hospital, said: “It just struck 
me that this is a very human 
way to interact with patients. 

“The really rewarding mo¬ 
ments are when you are able 
to have a conversation with a 
patient and help them with a 
meal, and come away with the 
feeling that they have proba¬ 
bly eaten more because you 
were with them. 

“You meet some really in¬ 
teresting people. Some of 
them are very keen to talk 
and tell you their stories.” 

Hospital bosses have said 
they needed more volunteers 
to help with evening meals, 
following an inspection by 
the Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion, which found some pa¬ 
tients had to wait for up to 25 
minutes for help with eating.

Kingston councillors say they 
want to tackle the rising num¬ 
bers of estate agents, betting 
shops and pay-day lenders on 
the high street. 

Conservative and Liberal 
Democrat members have 
called for councils to be given 
greater control over planning 
decisions regarding empty 
shops. 

The council will lobby minis¬ 
ters, MPs and other London 
boroughs to try and convince 
the Government that more 
local powers are needed to pro¬ 
tect the diversity of the UK’s 
shopping districts.

Conservative group leader 
Howard Jones said: “We’ll 
have to speak to the adminis¬ 
tration and see what we can do 
together. 

“London Councils is a good 
place to start, but there’s a lot 
of work to be done to convince 
ministers that they just can’t 
ignore it because it is an issue 
that is getting out of control.” 

The number of shop front 
bookmakers, estate agents and 
pay-day lenders has risen in 
recent years, largely due to the 


recession and planning laws. 

In planning terms, all three 
types of business are classed 
as “financial services” - the 
same category as banks and 
building societies. 

With many bank branches 
and businesses closing or 
downsizing due to the econom¬ 
ic climate, these companies 
have taken advantage by mov¬ 
ing into the vacant properties 
without the need to apply for 
change of use. 

Unable to refuse the applica¬ 
tions on planning grounds, 
councillors are left with little 
choice but to approve them, 


reasoning it is preferable than 
having empty shops. 

Coun Jones said councils 
should be allowed to oppose 
such developments if the area 
is already “well served” by 
those businesses. 

Conservative colleague 
Councillor Priyen Patel, who 
seconded the motion, said: 
“I’m not against any betting 
shops or any estate agents 
opening, but what councils 
lack is the power to say ‘That’s 
enough’.” 

The ruling Liberal Democrat 
party also wants to have power 
over pay-day lenders. 


Train bosses have apolo¬ 
gised for shoddy service, 
including late or can¬ 
celled trains and lack of 
capacity, after a storm of 
complaints online. 

South West Trains ad¬ 
mitted its infrastructure 
was “ageing” and needed 
improvement.

“Just not good enough 
really.”

ed: “Can I ask why engi¬ 
neering works constantly 
overrun? Poor planning 
or too many tea breaks? 
It’s not acceptable.” 

And librarymoth told 
the operator: “8.11 Sur¬ 
biton-Waterloo only four 
coaches - this service 
always packed by 
ClaphamJ w/8 coaches. 
Station workers not 
informed.” 


A spokesman for the 
South West Trains-Net- 
work Rail alliance said: 
“We know our passengers 
have faced a considerable 
amount of disruption 
during recent weeks as 
we work to deliver im¬ 
provements to our ageing 
infrastructure and pro¬ 
vide extra capacity and 
improved reliability on 
our trains. 

“We are sorry that pas¬ 
sengers have been affect¬ 
ed by overrunning 
engineering work. 

“We have followed this 
up as a matter of priority 
with the contractors and 
engineers delivering the 
works who are reviewing 
future engineering work 
to ensure that they do not 
let our passengers down 
again.”

A farce that is not funny 


Unfair that drink-drive 
story made front page 


The antics of Kingston’s Lib¬ 
eral Democrat administration 
over the past few months 
must surely demonstrate that 
it is descending into a mixture 
of farce and incompetence. It 
would be funny were people 
not being put at risk and elec¬ 
tors being asked to pay one of 
the highest council taxes in 
the country.

Sellers are looking to upsize 


More properties are coming up 
for sale according to the latest 
Housing Market Report. 

Figures from the NAEA 
September Housing Market 
Report showed a leap in 
properties entering the 
market, up from an average of 
52 in August to 57 in 
September - putting a halt to 
four consecutive months of 
decline since April 2013. 

NAEA members also 
reported a drop in the number 
of house hunters registering 
with agents, down from a 
recent high of 322 in August to 
314 in September. 

But house sales kept steady 
with the average number of 
sales agreed remaining the 
same in September as it was in 
August at an average of nine 
per branch, suggesting that 
those house hunters who were 
active in the market were 
serious about buying a home.
